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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 5/1/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 



2. Applicant asserts on page 1 1 : 



The Examiner maintains that the disclosure of Kleijn, et al. includes a the 
sinusoidal estimator as claimed. Applicants again respectfully disagree. 
The portion of Klein, at al., section 8.2 is drawn to a description o f a basic 
sinusoidal coder . (Kindly refer to the first line of the last paragraph of page 
37 of the reference.) The reference notes that the spectrum of the speech 
signal is characterized by a sparse (complex or magnitude) spectrum. The 
complex spectrum for each windowed signal is obtained using a fast 
Fourier transform (FFT). The spectrum is separated into magnitude and 
phase spectra. The magnitudes, phases and frequencies of the spectrum 
are quantized and sent to a decoder. Thus, the coding comprises 
providing the quantization of each of the magnitude, phase and frequency 
of the sinusoidal signal. Estimation is neither taught nor suggested. For at 
least this reason, it is respectfully submitted that the reference to Klein, et 
al. lacks at least the disclosure of at least one of the features of 
independent claims 1,9 and 10. Accordingly, a prima facie case of 
obviousness has not been established and this rejection should be 
withdrawn. (Italics added) 



The examiner notes that the specification starting on the last line of page 4 
states: "[t] he estimation may be done by carrying out a Fourier transformation on said 
frequency-warped samples and subsequent, for instance, peak picking." As noted by 
the Applicant, Kleijn teaches the taking of a Fourier transform. Furthermore, since the 
transform is performed by an algorithm that can have varying degrees of accuracy it is 
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very common to refer to the resulting spectrum as an estimation (which indeed is what it 
is). Thus, the examiner maintains that Kleijn teaches estimation.
